CONDITIONS  OF  SALE 


I  Kejeotion  of  bids:  Anv  I)i<l  whirli  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value  of  the 
article  offered  or  vhioh  is  iiicrelv  n  nominal  or  fractional  advance  may  be  rejected  by 
the  auctioneer'if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would  be  likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously. 

II  The  buyer:  The  liifihest  bidder  shall  be  the  buyer,  and  if  any  dispute  arises 
between  two  or  u"i<ire  bidders,  the  auctioneer  shall  either  decide  the  same  or  put  up  for 
re-sale  the  hit  so  in  disimte.

Henry  Eckford  was  born  in  Scotland,  and  at  the  age  of  sixteen  became  a  ship- 
l)uilder  at  Quebec  at  the  yards  of  his  uncle.  He  came  to  New  York  in  1796  and 
established  a  yard  of  his  own  and  took  the  lead  in  his  profession.  In  1812  he  con- 
structed a  fleet  of  warships  on  Lake  Erie  in  quick  time.  He  built  the  Robert  Fulton 
and  made  in  her  the  first  successful  ocean  trip  ever  made  by  a  steamship  from  New 
York  to  Havana  and  New  Orleans.  In  1820  he  was  made  naval  constructor  at  the 
Brooklyn  Navy  Yard,  and  six  ships  of  the  line  were  built  after  his  models.  Leaving 
the  Government's  service,  he  engaged  again  in  a  yard  of  his  own  and  built  vessels 
for  European  and  South  American  Governments.  In  18.31  he  built  a  frigate  for  the 
Sultan  of  Turkey  and  made  the  first  trip  in  her  to  Turkey.  The  Sultan  offered  to 
make  him  chief  constructor  in  the  navy.  He  accepted,  and  died  in  Constantinople 
the  next  year.

He  went  to  London  and  studied  under 
West,  painted  by  connnission  a  ])ortrait  of  George  HI,  and  returning  to  America 
painted  some  Revolutionary  compositions  which  were  engraved  by  Amos  Uoolittle.

John  Wesley  Jarvis  was  born  in  Englnd,  a  nephew  of  the  famous  jireacher 
after  whom  he  was  named.  He  was  brought  as  an  infant  to  Philadelphia  and  died 
in  New  York.  He  studied  with  Malbone  and  later  Inman  was  his  pupil,  and  he  and 
Inman  went  to  New  Orleans.  Jarvis  painted  many  portraits  which  Tuckerman  says 
are  to  be  found  in  manor  houses  of  the  South  and  municijial  halls  of  the  East.
